Dr. Broughton Pays Hls Reaspects to
Police Justice Wood.

Rev. Dr. Len, G. Brougliton, pustor of
Calvary Baptist Church, preached on
Suaday night to nn overflowing house on
the subject of “Sowing and Reaplne.’’
As & prelude to his sermon, as previously
announced, Dr, Broughton paid his re-
spects to the workings of the offics of the
police justics in this eity. He said be
felt thut he was due nn explunation to
his congregation since he had been
dragued into the police court asn wit-
ness aguinst A, Bowman & Son, charged
with selling ice cream and delivering it
on Sunduy, e spid that dering the ill-
ness of his wife the lady who had charge
of the houshold affairs had gotten the
eresam for his Sunday dinner awl he ate
it, but that it had been obtained withont
his knowledge or consent. He at once
notified the chief of police, nt the same
time telling him that he would be re-
sponsible [o¢ the nots of his agent, mean-
ing his housekeeper.

Soon after this occurrence anlorder wis
issued Ly the chief of police to tho ice
cream nanufneturers that they would
not be allowed to deliver noy more
cream to tustoiners on Sunday, as it was
& violation of the law. This it seems
was genevilly observed. hut the ‘honorn-
ble chief justice—i. e., police justice,’'be
came apprisul of the fuct that he was a
purchnser of cream a week lefore the

~ordler had been issued by Chief Dyer. The

police justice nt once took steps to have
him brought before the court in opposi-
tion tu the wishes of the chief of police,
ns8 he was zoing behind the chiel’s notice
in order to get n ense agninst any of the
denlers, the police justice nssigning  ns
Lis reason that it was u violation of the
law aud it was his duty as police justice
to see that the law was enforeed.

The Doctor snid that at the tent meet-
Ing cn the Sundny previous that he hnd
taken ocenzion to refer to the losse work
of the police justice nnd as a result Kwas
sinzled out, over the hend of A. Bowman
& Son, aunl deagged into the [police conrt
in a cuse that was likely to be nppealed
and carried throngh the higher conrts
with him, an apostle of Sablath ob-
servance, ns the chief witness, the
chief witness ns un upastie  of
Sabbath  observance. He then de-
nounced the action of the police justice
as'‘n downright piece of spite work,”
charging this  official “Yapenly and
syuarely with prostituting his oflice to
gratify his own personal spite, sach n
thing as might he expected in a child at
child’s play, but in a man as being low,
grovelling and menn,"'

Dr. Droughton then nsked, if he was
going beliind the chief’s oeder in this in-
stance, why he did not issue warrants for
about 00 Hoanoke citizens who were
guilty of violations of the Sunday Inw?

Why not draw a warrnnt agiinst the
street ear mes who run the enrs on Sun-
fday in direet violntion of the ordinnuee?

Why not issue warrants for the livery
stable men who were, Sunday after Sun-
day, violating the laws

Why not dew up sarrints ngninst the
Shenandouh Clab, against which, “time
after time, he nashad evidence suficient
to burst them into flindereens?

Why not issne warrants against the
honses of prostitution which were open
and running and which were flagrunt vio-
Intions of the lawy

Agnin denonneing ft ns n plece of
downright spite work ‘agninst the Chris-
tian minister who stands for purity and
cleanliness, Dr. Broughton assumerl one
of his most dramatic] attitudes ‘and in
most  sarcastic mapner asked, “How
mueh did the Burns supper which was
given lnst winter have to do with the de-
lar of that decision hefore it was ren-
dereds peiy

Dr Broughton then preached an fnter-
esting and powerful sermon.
